2. (Currently Amended) Preparation according to claim 1 , oharaot e riood in that whgrgiiLit 
includes one or more additional active components. 

3. (Currently Amended) Preparation according to claim 2, characterised in that wherein it 
includes one or more additional active components selected among antimony pentasulphide, 
metallic tin and/or a tin salt, metallic zinc and/or a zinc salt, a sulphur containing substance 
and/or a iodine containing substance. 

4. (Previously Presented) Preparation according to claim 3, including hepar sulphuris as a 
sulphur containing substance. 

5. (Previously Presented) Preparation according to claim 3, including tare powder as a 

iodine containing substance.
